H George Greenwood, wife of the vice pres- 
ident of the Savings Union Bank and 
Trust Company of San Franciseo, living 
near Lake Merritt, in Oakland, was killed 
yesterday and blown to pieces, by the ex- 
plosion’ of a dynamite bomb somebody had 
thrown or placed in front of the family 
residence, 'The explosion was terrifie and 
windows in all the neighboring houses 
were broken out by the coneussion. The 
body of the slain woman is almost unree- 
ognizable. 

Some time -ago Greenwood received a 
letter telling him that if he did not pay 
$5000 his house would be blown up. 

It was not long ago, it will be remem- 
hered, that Governor Stephenson received 
Just such letters, Ynd that similar dyna- 
mite outrages were attempted at Sacra- 
mento. Members of the T. W. W. are 
blamed for mneh of this, and many of 
them were jailed. 

Some vears ago the Tos Angeles Times 
was blown up by dynamite, and many in- 
noecnt people killed, for whieh the Me- 
Namara brothers are now serving life 
sentences in the penitentiary, after con- 
fessinge their genilt. Later on the bomb 
was set during the preparedness parade 
in San Francisco, which killed innocent 
bystanders in the crowd. Mooney and 
others were tried hy the authorities and 
found enilty, but probably by question-'

HELP BEAUTIFY RICHMOND. 

The cost of bnilding and renting houses 
has beeome large. Many young folks; and 
older ones too, have to consider oecupy- 
ing quarters they would onee have re- 
garded as very cramped. Many families 
that would never have been contented 
with anything less than a roomy single 
house, now live in double houses, or apart- 
ments. 

The four apartment house is a type of « 
building that has become very common. 
‘t seems to meet the need, in furnishing 
quarters at a fairly low rental consider- 
ing the times. But the way large numbers 
of these houses have been erected in a 
congested manner has constituted 
ous fire hazard in many places. 

These houses are frequently very ugly. 
Their ceupants do not develop much at- 
tachment to the soil and the locality. They 
have not room for a garden, and do not 
commonly feel much interest in beautify- 
ing their places. 

There is a great need for the erection 
of a type of house in which quarters can 
he provided at a reasonable rental, but 
which shall have elements of attractive- 
ness and artistic quality. This wonld help 
the oeeupants to heeome attached to their 
place of residence, and regard it as a 
real home. [t is not an insoluble problem. 
‘good architect should he able ta maka 
a three or four apartment house so that 
it would have all the. clements of simple 
attractiveness and seem homelike.
